DETAILED ACTION

3. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by both the 
process and apparatus of German reference no. 4014153, particularly FIG. 2. 

4. The remaining references listed on the PTO-892 show art of interest, all of which have 
been previously cited in the parent cases and are accordingly check-marked. 

5. This is a continuation of applicant's earlier Application No. 08/920,686. All claims are 
drawn to the same invention claimed in the earlier application and could have been finally rejected 
on the grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the earlier 
application.
